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NETWORKS  TO 
INTERVIEW  GAYS 


The  Boston  gay  community  took  a 
large  step  towards  “legitimacy”  in  the  eyes 
of  mass  media  last  week  when  representa¬ 
tives  of  a  local  broadcast  group  interviewed 
gay  leaders  on  community  problems  and 
suggested  solutions.  The  “ascertainment” 
interviews  were  made  by  RKO  General 
(WNAC-TV,  WRKO,  WROR-FM)  as  part  of 
license  renewal  requirements  listed  by  the 
Federal  Communications  Commission. 

Once  every  three  years,  all  broadcast 
licenses  in  the  country  come  up  for  review 
and  renewal  by  the  FCC.  In  Massachu¬ 
setts, these  licenses  must  be  approved  by 
January  1,  1975.  The  ascertainment  inter¬ 
views  are  conducted  with  a  wide  range  of 
community  leaders  to  get  public  input  on 
the  job  a  particular  station  is  doing  and 
(hopefully)  help  determine  future  local 
program  and  news  policy. 

It  is  significant  that  this  is  the  first  time 
that  gay  people  have  been  interviewed 
with  other  groups  in  Boston.  Interviews 
have  already  been  held  by  RKO  General 


with  Ellen  B.  Davis  of  the  Gay  Community 
News  and  Loretta  Lotman  of  Gay  Media 
Action.  Other  names  of  gay  leaders  have 
been  submitted  to  the  stations  for  further 
interviews. 

Upon  learning  of  the  RKO  General  in¬ 
terviews,  Gay  Media  Action  immediately 
contacted  the  other  television  stations  in 
Boston,  asking  that  gay  people  be  included 
on  their  list  of  people  to  be  ascertained.  So 
far,  WGBH-TV/FM  has  agreed  to  interview 
at  least  5  gay  leaders.  GMA  is  awaiting 
word  from  WBZ-TV,  WCVB;  WLVI  and 
WSBK.  The  group  also  expects  to  contact 
major  radio  stations  in  the  area. 

Since  all  Massachusetts  stations  are  af¬ 
fected  by  license  renewal,  Gay  Media  Ac¬ 
tion  urges  gay  organizations  in  other  parts 
of  the  state  to  contact  local  stations  and 
request  interviews.  If  organizations  expe¬ 
rience  difficulties  or  wish  further  informa¬ 
tion,  they  can  contact  Gay  Media  Action 
at  Box  5000,  GCN,  22  Bromfield  St., 
Boston. 


Open  Access  to 
Closet  Space 


“Closet  Space,”  a  weekly  radio  program 
produced  by  Gay  Media  Action,  is  now 
offering  free  air  time  for  interested  gay 
people.  Three  minutes  of  air  time  will  be 
offered  to  anyone  wishing  to  speak  on 
matters  of  interest  or  concern  to  gay  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  Boston/Cambridge  area. 

Rules  governing  use  of  the  three  min¬ 
utes  are  minimal  and  based  on  FCC  regu¬ 
lations. 

1—  No  inciting  to  riot  against  the  gov¬ 
ernment  or  any  private  or  public  enter¬ 
prise. 

2—  No  attacks  against  “private  persons”, 
people  who  have  not  spoken  publicly  on 
matters  concerning  the  gay  community. 
(Richard  Nixon  is  a  public  person;  your 
landlord  is  not.) 

3—  No  obscenity  or  use  of  overt  sexual 
language  or  description. 

4—  No  specific  requests  for  funds.  You 
can  ask  people  to  contribute  to  the  gay 
community;  you  nfay  not  solicit-  funds  for 
one  particular  group. 

In  addition,  all  copy  must  be  submitted 
to  “Closet  Space”  in  advance  of  the  taping 


date  for  approval.  A  taping  date  will  be 
arranged  and  you  will  have  the  choice  of 
recording  the  message  yourself  or  having 
a  “Closet  Space”  announcer  read  it  for  you. 
If  a  taping  date  must  be  cancelled.  Gay 
Media  Action  should  be  given  48  hours 
notice  or  the  air  time  will  be  forfeited. 
Finally,  after  a  person'  is  given  air  time, 
they  will  not  be  allowed  open  access  again 
for  six  months. 

Gay  Media  Action  and  the  staff  of 
“Closet  Space”  hopes  this  access  feature 
will  open  up  the  program  to  more  of  the 
gay  community.  The  content  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  is  limited  only  by  the  input  of  gay 
people  living  in  this  area.  It  is  hoped  that 
views  not  previously  expressed  on  “Closet 
Space”  will  be  aired  by  new  participants 
and  that  people  in  the  community  who 
have  never  participated  in  any  media  activ¬ 
ity  will  feel  free  to  take  advantage  of  the 
air  time. 

“Closet  Space”  is  broadcast  every  Sun¬ 
day  morning  at  10130  bn  WCAS,  740 
AM.  Copy  for  the  access  feature  should 
be  sent  to  Closet  Space,  WCAS,  620  Mass. 
Ave.,  Cambridge  02139. 


CABARET  MANAGER 
ASSAULTED 


Eddie  Catino  framed  his  words  care¬ 
fully.  It  was  hard  to  talk  with  his  jaws 
wired  shut,  but  he  had  to  get  his  feeling 
out.  “The  guys  who  jumped  me  are  gay. 
They  didn’t  know  who  I  was  but  it  does¬ 
n’t  matter.  They  were  all  gay.” 

Last  week  after  a  party  at  a  friend’s 
Eddie  was  heading  home.  At  the  traffoc 
light  at  Commonwealth  Avenue  and 
Berkeley  Street  heading  toward  Storrow 
Drive  a  car  with  six  guys  stopped  and  one 
of  them  approached  Eddie,  propositioned 
him  and  then  hit  him  with  a  hammer.  Ed¬ 
die  got  out  of  the  car  and  was  jumped  by 
two  others,  beaten  and  left. 

The  driver  of  the  car  had  the  nerve  or 
poor  judgment  to  come  into  the  Cabaret 
last  Wednesday  night  where  Eddie  is  man¬ 
ager  and  was  immediately  recognized  and 
arrested. 

Even  before  this  incident  the  Cabaret 
had  decided  to  clean  house  of  all  the 
straight  clement  that  has  infiltrated  in  the 


last  few  months.  Now  Eddie  and  his 
friends  are  even  more  determined  to  do  so. 

Eddie  hastened  to  add  that  he  had  no 
prejudice  against  straight  people  if  they 
behave  themselves  but  the  pimps,  hustlers, 
pickpockets  have  to  go.  “No  straights  are 
coming  into  this  club  and  hassling  gays  if 
we  can  prevent  it,”  said  one  of  the  employ¬ 
ees.  “That  thing  that  happened  to  Eddie 
was  the  last  straw.  Let  them  go  to  their 
own  clubs.  They  got  no  business  sight¬ 
seeing  here.” 

Eddie  had  nothing  but  praise  for  the 
officers  of  police  precinct  four  for  both 
their  prompt  and  efficient  handling  of  the 
assault  and  their  efforts  to  make  the 
neighborhood  safe  for  gays  and  straights 
alike. 

Alarmed  about  this  and  other  incidents 
some  folk  are  taling  about  a  “Lavender 
Patrol”  to  assist  the  police  in  preventing 
attacks  on  gays  by  anyone,  straight  or  gay. 


AMAZON  CONCERT 


Conference  74:  An  Amazon  Expedi¬ 
tion  is  sponsoring  a  concert  by  Meg 
Christian,  feminist  singer-songwriter  from 
Washington,  D.C.,  this  Friday,  July  12,  at 
the  Charles  St.  Meetinghouse,  corner 
Charles  <£.

Christian  will  perform  her  own  and 
others’  songs,  with  a  lesbian-feminist  bent, 
in  two  scheduled  sets.  Meg  has  recorded 
for  Olivia  Records,  a  Washington,  D.C.- 
based  women’s  record  company.  A  45 
rpm— on  which  she  sings  “Lady”—  is  avail¬ 
able  now,  and  a  long-playing  album  is  in 
the  works  now. 

The  Meg  Christian  concert  is  second  in 
a  series  of  summer  events  sponsored  by 
Conference  74:  An  Amazon  Expedition, 
a  national  lesbian  conference  to  take  place 
this  October  over  Columbus  Day  weekend. 
As  its  first  sponsored  activity,  Conference 
74  recently  brought  New  York’s  Lavender 
Jane  to  Old  West  Church  in  an  extremely 
well-received  concert. 

Other  Conference-backed  events  now 
firmly  scheduled  are  a  bicycle  workshop- 
picnic  on  the  last  Sunday  in  July,  and  per¬ 
formances  by  the  Lesbian  Science  Fiction 
Liberation  Theater  Aug.  2-4.  More  activi¬ 
ties  are  being  planned,  including  dances,  ’  - 
art  and  photography  exhibits,  Amazon 
games,  and  others.

Talking  Politics

I  had  the  distinct  honor  of  attending  a 
private  reception  for  gubernatorial  candi¬ 
date  Mike  Dukakis  last  week.  The  attend¬ 
ees  included  journalist  A1  Lupo  of  Real 
Paper  and  Boston  Magazine  fame,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Mayor  White’s  Commission  on  Af¬ 
fairs  of  the  Elderly,  two  Suffolk  County 
Assistant  District  Attorneys,  the  Dedham 
Town  Manager,  and  a  smattering  of  cigar¬ 
smoking  big-wigs  from  such  diverse  origins 
as  the  Democratic  State  Committee,  the 
State  House,  General  Electric,  and  Aetna 
Insurance  Company.  It  was  an  interesting 
affair,  and  I’m  glad  that  I  went.  We  dis¬ 
cussed  a  number  of  issues,  and  some  of 
the  topics  covered  would  be  of  interest  to 
the  gay  community. 

Realism  is  often  not  a  very  tasteful  sub¬ 
ject  to  many  people.  To  the  people  in 
South  Boston  it  means  integration,  to 
President  Nixon  it  means  his  Gallup  unfa- 
vorability  rating,  and  to  gay  people  it 
means  the  tiny  albeit  potentially  explosive 
spot  that  the  issue  of  gay  rights  occupies 
in  state  politics.  We  would  all  like  to  see 
Mike  Dukakis  call  a  press  conference  to¬ 
morrow  at  the  Parker  House  and  give  a 
two-hour  speech  on  the  rights  of  homosex¬ 
uals,  but  by  the  same  token,  I  think  we 
would  also  like  to  see  him  elected  Gover¬ 
nor.  We  must  realize  of  course  that  the 
gay  issue  is  one  that  the  next  governor  will 
have  to  face,  but  we  must  also  realize  that 
it  is  not  a  generally  popular  one.  Neither 
is  the  abortion  issue,  or  pornography. 

(note  that  all  have  to  do  with  sex.) 

Governors  are  elected  by  majorities,  and 
majority  issues  like  the  economy,  the  el¬ 
derly,  and  the  environment  (the  three  pop¬ 
ular  E’s)  are  of  more  interest  to  most  can¬ 


didates,  simply  because  they  win  more 
votes  for  them.  Each  of  the  candidates  for 
governor  must  be  elected  in  polling  places 
across  the  state,  and  simply  cannot  appear 
like  Barney  Frank  -  allying  with  prosti¬ 
tutes,  faggots,  and  dopesmokers  -  (as  over¬ 
simplified  as  that  may  sound)  because  the 
electorate  is  simply  too  broad  to  allow  it. 
Rep.  Frank’s  district  is  a  unique  one,  and 
he  probably  couldn’t  get  away  with  a  third 
of  what  he  does  now  in  any  other  district. 
But  just  because  political  figures  like  Du¬ 
kakis  don’t  stand  up  on  the  rooftops  froth¬ 
ing  at  their  mouths  for  gays  like  a  Frank 
or  a  Noble,  it  does  not  mean  that  they 
don’t  or  can’t  agree  with  them!!  (Witness 
that  we  got  79  votes  in  the  House  for  our 
legislation,  but  only  seven  representatives 
were  willing  to  either  sponsor  or  speak  out 
in  favor  of  the  bills.) 

Unlike  some  activists,  I  prefer  the  Tro¬ 
jan  Horse  style  of  politicking  to  Kamikaze 
campaigns.  I  firmly  believe  that  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  gay  people  would  be  well-repre¬ 
sented  by  Mike  Dukakis,  and  that  we  must 
not  let  his  new  over-cautiousness  dismay 
us.  The  governorship  is  a  powerful  office, 
but  we  must  get  our  interests  in  there  first, 
according  to  the  Trojan  Horse  political  the¬ 
ory.  And  we  must  avoid  name-calling,  just 
as  we  ask  straights  to  avoid  slandering  us. 

I  am  referring  in  particular  to  a  statement 
by  a  leader  of  the  Worcester  Gay  Union  re¬ 
cently,  which  led  me  to  believe  that  he  was 
lumping  Dukakis  in  with  members  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  whom  he  called 
“fascists.”  As  a  minority  group,  gay  peo¬ 
ple  must  be  concerned  with  images  to 
some  extent,  and  the  one  thing  that  we 
don’t  need  is  the  image  of  being  a  collec¬ 
tion  of  snippy  youthful  dissidents  runi 
around  calling  every  non-leftwing-radical  a 


fascist.  And  if  you  don’t  think  images  are 
important  to  the  community,  I  guess  you 
also  see  no  need  for  gay  rights  legislation, 
or  for  that  matter,  even  this  newspaper. 

At  high  levels,  the  most  and  best  prog¬ 
ress  is  frequently  the  quietest.  (That  is 
why  Alfred,  N.Y.,  has  a  new  gay  anti- 
discrimination  ordinance,  but  New  York 
City  doesn’t.)  The  North  Dakota  legisla¬ 
ture  revised  their  criminal  code  recently  to 
remove  all  the  sodomy  laws  from  the 
books,  and  it  was  accomplished  woth 
any  pressure  or  fanfare  from  the  Fargo 
Faggot  Club  or  the  Advocate  or  the  Bis¬ 
marck  Daily  News.  The  friends  of  gays 
(knowingly  or  not)  there  were  the  lawyers 
and  the  citizens  who  knew  that  those  faws 
belonged  off  the  books,  but  also  knew  the 
realism  of  what  any  publicity  would  do  to 
their  efforts. 

Mike  Dudakis  would  be  the  highest- 
placed  elected  official  in  the  state  to  be 
friendly  to  the  gay  cause,  but  he  must  get 
elected  governor  first,  to  help  us.  We  must 
realize  that  any  air  of  caution  or  even  ex¬ 
pediency  that  we  may  observe  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time  is  only  in  our  own  best  interests. 

I  am  convinced  of  this,  having  spent  sev¬ 
eral  hours  with  Mike,  and  his  lieutenants. 
Mike  would  be  our  best  governor,  and  we 
owe  it  to  ourselves  to  ensurelhis  election. 

He  is  not  running  $500-a-plate  dinners,  but 
is  working  on  a  grass-roots  campaign,  and 
would  appreciate  help  from  anyone  on  any 
level.  There  are  several  things  we  can  and 
should  do. 

Register  to  vote!  Only  about  half  the 
gay  people  I  know  are  registered  voters, 
and  that  is  unfortunate.  Make  it  your 
business  to  get  to  your  City  or  Town  Hall 
now ,  and  register  yourself  to  vote  in  the 
primary  on  Sept.  10.  If  you  are  not  cur¬ 
rently  enrolled  in  either  political  party,  you 
must  declare  yourself  on  Election  Day  at 
the  polls  as  a  Democrat  in  order  to  vote 


for  Dukakis.  (If  you  so  wish,  you  may 
have  that  designation  removed  the  next  day 
at  City  Hall.)  Gay  Republicans  should 
change  now  in  order  to  stop  Quinn. 

Offer  your  help!  Visit  or  drop  a  post¬ 
card  to  the  Dukakis  Committee,  1 8  Tre- 
mont  St.,  Boston  02108,  and  just  say  “1 
want  to  help,  please  contact  me,  and  give 
your  name,  address,  and  phone  number. 

It  is  an  investment  in  your  future.  Mike 
wants  help  on  the  $5  or  the  block  party/ 
neighborhood  style  leve,  and  is  accepting 
invitations  for  house  parties. 

This  could  be  the  year  for  gay  people, 
but  we  sholudn’t  try  to  claim  credit  for  it 
unless  we’re  wililng  to  play  a  part  in  it.  The 
Dukakis  campaign  is  just  one  effort,  but  I 
think  it’s  the  most  important  one. 

I  plan  to  be  attending  another  soiree 
soon  with  the  Quinn  forces.  Although  I 
doubt  that  Ell  leave  as  enthused  as  I  did 
this  Dukakis  event,  I  certainly  try  hard  to 
raise  a  few  eyebrows  and  tempers. 

Ban  on  Nudes 

Representatives  of  the  Homophile  As¬ 
sistance  League  of  Provincetown  met  with 
Provincetown  police  officials  and  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  National  Parks  Commis¬ 
sion.  The  latter  groups  have  asked  the 
assistance  of  the  Homophile  Assistance 
League  in  enabling  them  to  curb  nude 
sunbathing  at  the  predominantly  gay  area 
of  Herring  Cove  Beach. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  complaints 
from  family  groups  and  others  who  .drive 
past  this  area.  The  central  dune  area  of 
this  beach  is  not  easily  seen  from  the  road,  .  j 
and  is  not  as  heavily  patrolled  as  the  beach 
area  proper.  The  Park  Service  has  made 
this  request  in  order  to  eliminate  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  future  arrests. 

New  England  and  other  visiting  gays  are 
asked  to  check  with  the  Homophile  Assist¬ 
ance  League  upon  their  arrival  in  Province- 
town,  so  they  can  be  told  of  certain  areas 
that  are  now  not  as  open  as  they  have 
been  in  the  past.

Dear  Editor, 

The  following  letter  is  addressed  to 
whoever  it  was  that  sponsored  the  dance 
at  the  Charles  Street  Meetinghouse  on  Fri¬ 
day,  June  21.  The  opinions  expressed,  al¬ 
though  written  by  me,  are  those  of  almost 
every  woman  I  spoke  to  at  or  after  the 
dance  ... 

Gay  Pride  Week,  as  I  understood  it, 
exists  both  to  instill  self-pride  in  all  of  us 
who  are  gay,  and  to  demonstrate  that  pride 
to  society  as  a  whole.  From  this  point  of 
view,  the  dance  .  .  .  was  a  complete  failure. 

From  its  inception,  the  CSMH  has  been 
predominantly  male-oriented,  to  which  I 
have  no  particular  objection.  But  that 
orientation  was  overwhelmingly  evident 
at  the  dance,  which  was  supposed  to  be  for 
all  of  us,  both  women  and  men.  The 
treatment  of  women  at  the  door  by  the 
money  collectors  was  outrageously  bigoted 
and  childish;  on  the  dance  floor  we  were 
stepped  on,  shoved,  and  often  treated  as  if 
we  did  not  belong  there  at  all,  and  our  few 
requests  for. songs  or  different  types  of 
music  were  totally  ignored  by  the  D.J. 

Which  leads  to  another  sore  point.  The 
dance  was  a  rip-off.  A  two  dollar  tee  lor  a 
record  hop,  especially  within  a  population 
as  generally  poor  as  we.  is  absurd  ,  .  . 

...  In  short.  I.  and  mos't  of  my  friends, 
were  thoroughly  disgusted  by  the  June  21 
dance.  It  was  poorly  organized  and  poor¬ 
ly  advertised  and  was  a  decidedly  poor 
representation  of  gay  solidarity  and  con¬ 
cern  for  our  sisters  and  brothers. 

1  only  hope  that  the  money  earned 
went  to  a  worthy  cause,  perhaps  |somc- 
one]  could  tell  us  what  that  cause  was.

Dear  Editor. 

In  this  time  of  struggle  against  oppres¬ 
sion.  transsexuals  are  still  being  oppressed 
within  the  gay  community.  As  a  Lesbian 
and  as  a  male-to-female  transsexual,  I  feel 
an  obligation  to  report  a  recent  incident. 

The  other  week  there  was  concert  pre¬ 
sented  by  several  women  to  raise  funds 
for  a  Lesbian  conference  to  be  heic  this 
Fall.  One  of  my  friends,  a  mak  - to- female, 
transsexual,  asked  very  discreetly  and 
politely  in  advance  if  she  could  attend  the 
event,  which  was  billed  as  being  by  and 
for  women.  She  was  informed  that  if  she 
attended,  a  certain  group  would  refuse  to 
perform,  because  they  “. .  .  simply  don’t 
perform  for  men.”  Rather  than  provoke  ’ 
a  confrontation  by  trying  to  attend,  she  . 
decided  not  to  press  the  issue  further.  £ 

I  heard  all  this  just  as  I  was  about  to  go 
in  and  hear  the  concert  —  and  I  am  sure  1.* 
would  have  been  accepted  just  as  any 
other  Lesbian  would  have  unless  i  had  pro^" 
claimed  iny  background.  However.  I  de- 
cided  to  boycott  ehe  event  for  two  rea¬ 
sons:  (1)1  am  unwilling  to  play  the  old  - 
game  of  closetry  and  attend  an  event  where 
1  know  I  would  be  unwelcome  if  my  whole 
identity  were  known;  and  (2)  A§  a.inat- 
ter  of  principle,  I  will  not  subsidize  bigot¬ 
ry  by  paying  the  admission  fees  for  groups 
which  practice  anti-transsexual  discrimina¬ 
tion.  • 

It  is  time  for  all  gay  people  to  come  out 
against  the  oppression  of  transsexual  and 
intersexual  people,  and  to  affirm  a  vision 
of  liberation  beyond  the  rigid  patriarchal  - 
definitions  of  sex  and  gender.  Until  the 
lesbian  movement  takes  an  uncompromis¬ 
ing  stand  on  this  issue,  it  can  be  revolution¬ 
ary  of  Amazonian  only  in  the  most  Pick¬ 
wickian  sense.

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Film  Review 


A  Very  Natural 


by  A.  Nolder  Gay 

I  knew  it  was  going  to  be  a  bad  trip 
when  the  phone  rang  in  the  middle  of  my 
afternoon  nap.  It  was  “The  Pub,”  who 
said,  “Look,  ‘A  Very  Natural  Thing’  is 
opening  in  Boston  on  the  24th,  and  Jona¬ 
than’s  been  in  Europe  and  we  can’t  send 
him  to  New  York  to  review  it  in  advance. 
You  saw  it  when  you  went  down  for  the 
parade,  so  why  don’t  you  review  it  for  us?” 

I  can  think  of  several  reasons,  including 
incompetence,  and  I’d  almost  rather  sub¬ 
stitute  for  Joe  Namath  than  for  Jonathan 
Cross.  But  I  did  indeed  dance  along  five 
miles  of  New  York  streets  to  theg 
tones  of  Sheri  Barden’s  electric  bullhorn 
(“the  sweetest  music  this  side  of  libera¬ 
tion”),  and  I  did  go  down  by  train  the  day 
before  to  conserve  my  aging  bod  for  the 
ordeal  and  to  see  “A  Very  Natural  Thing.” 
I’m  glad  I  went.  This  first  “post-liberation- 
ist”  feature  film  is  not  a  great  film  (over- 
ballyhooed  in  After  Dark,  I  think),  but  it 
is  a  good  one.  It  is  good  because  it  is  well 
made  technically  (some  sound  problems), 
beautifully  photographed  (in  color),  real¬ 
istically  conceivecLtelling  in  its  use  of 
domestic  detail,  generally  well  acted,  and 
more  than  ordinarily  perceptive  about 
human  relationships,  in  the  gay  world. 

The  story  line  is  quite  simple.  David 
(Robert  Joel)  is  an  overly  earnest  young 
ex-monk  who,  having  discovered  he  can’t 
isolate  his  love  of  God  from  his  love  for 
men,  leaves  his  monastery  and  finds  a  job 
as  a  teacher  in  New  York  City.  He  is  pick¬ 
ed  up  in  a  dance  bar  by  a  ruggedly  hand¬ 
some,  self-centered  Yale  grad,  Mark  (Curt 
Gareth),  a  cynical  bastard  interested  only 


in  good  looks  and  good  sex.  Pressured  by 
David’s  confining  and  naive  ideal  of  a  long 
term  relationship  based  essentially  on  a 
heterosexual  model,  Mark  starts  straying, 
to  David’s  great  distress.  For  a  while, they 
try  other  expedients',  the  Fire  Island  bot¬ 
anical  garden,  an  arranged  group  sex  epi¬ 
sode,  separate  tricking  and,  after  David 
splits,  the  baths. 

David,  wholly  alone,  watches  the  1973 
Christopher  Street  Gay  Liberation  Day 
parade  from  the  sidewalks.  This  gives 
producer-director  Christopher  Larkin  the 
opportunity  to  insert  cameo  shots  of  par¬ 
ticipants  expressing  their  feelings  about 
themselves  and  gay  lib,  with  marvelous

propagandistic  effect.  In  Central  Park 
David  meets  Jason  (Bo  White),  a  marcher; 
they  talk,  they  walk,  they  go  home  to  sup¬ 
per,  and  one  thing  leads  to  another.  Jason 
has  been  married  and  has  a  child;  a  short 
scene  with  his  ex-wife  (Deborah  Trow¬ 
bridge)  is  tender  and  loving.  David  has 
learned  some  things  about  human  relation¬ 
ships  by  now,  and  when  Jason  asks  him  to 
move  in,  declines  the  marriage  model  in 
favor  of  a  more  autonomous  but  genuine¬ 
ly  caring  liaison  with  him.  The  picture 
ends  “in  process”;  a  new  order  of  relation¬ 
ship  is  building,  indeed  “a  very  natural 
thing,”  expressed  metaphorically  in  a.  ■ 
playful,  vibrant  nude  run  along  the  surf  on 
a  Truro  beach.  .  . ' 

Perhaps  this  scenario  sounds  too  pat: 
pre-liberated  sex  bad,  post  good.  But  this 
is  merely  the  thread  on  which  hang  other 
levels  of  meaning  and  action.  The  film  is 
episodic,  and  at  one  level  it  is  a  pano¬ 
rama,  lovingly  photographed,  of  New  York, 
and  the  range  of  the  gay  male  scene  there¬ 
in.  At  another  level;  it  is  a  highly  sensual 
love  story  (rated  “R”),  but  I  don’t  think  a 
reasonable  person  could  call  it  porno-

graphic.  Nudity  and  indeed  explicit  sex 
are  present,  but  never  out  of  place  or 
treated  as  an  end  in  themselves.  The  con¬ 
trast  between  this  and  the  alleged  “artist¬ 
ic  breakthrough”  -male  feature-length 
films  of  recent  years  such  as  “The  Light 
From  the  Second  Story  Window”  or  “The 
Boys  in  the  Sand”  couldn’t  be  more  obvi¬ 
ous.  The  mechanical  sexual  athletics  of 
the  latter  group  drive  out  all  other  values, 
including  cinematic  ones.  In  “A  Very 
Natural  Thing,”  the  sexuality  is  merely  an 
important  part  of  a  much  larger  value 
statement. 

The  film  is  equally  far  removed  from 
“The  Boys  in  the  Band,”  which  I  saw  in  , 
Boston  a  few  days  later.  I  left  that  film 
with  a  double  Excedrin  headache,  product 
of  my  anger  and  frustration  over  the  cruel¬ 
ty,  the  inhumanity  of  these  alleged  friends 
toward  one  another.  The  tension,  the 
horrendousness  of  the  stereotype,  and  its 
probable  widespread  influence  upset  me 
greatly.  “The  Boys”  are  not  me,  and 
they  are  not  my  friends.  Larkin’s  film, 
by  contrast,  almost  any  gay  male  can 
identify  with;  it  is  about  me,  about  my 
gay  male  friends,  about  your  gay  male 
friends,  about  real  problems  we  face  daily 
as  we  try  to  develop  healthier,  newer 
types  of  same-sex  relationships.  Without 
glossing  over  the  rough  spots,  a  film¬ 
maker  has  finally  dared  to  say  with  artistic 
and  moral  integrity,  “Gay  is  indeed  ‘A 
Very  Natural  Thing’.”  , 

Older  gay  men  and  women  will  not  see 
this  film  without  some  inner  risk,  for  it 
will  touch  again  those  tender  scars  with 
which  we  have  covered  the  wounds  of 
many  years,  and  regrets  over  what  might- 
have-been  will  make  the  experience  bitter¬ 
sweet.  Yet  it  is  time  we  shed  that  scar 
tissue,  and  I  found  the  film  curiously  - 
-  therapeutic  in  this  regard.  Younger  gay  . 
women  should  see  it,  for  although  their  ;v 
struggle  to  be  both  woman  and  gay  differs 
from  the  struggle  of  others  to  be  both  man 
and  gay,  we  all  need  to  understand  as 
much  as  we  can  about  how  it  feels  to  be 
the  other.  I  hope  it  will  be  seen  by  a  lot 
of  straights,  because  it  is  such  a  positive  ' 
affirmation  of  what  it  means  to  be  gay- 
and  to  love  and  to  engage  with  the  new 
and  unknown.  But  most  of  all  this  is  a 
picture  for  young  male  gays  to  see  and  to 
ponder.  As  a  constructive,  emancipating, 
identity-forming  experience,  one  could 
scarcely  ask  for  more. 

“A  Very  Natural  Thing”  is  more  than 
just  another  flick.  It  is  more  than  just  an¬ 
other  gay  flick.  It  is  an  event.

My  impulse  is  to  respond,  “I  and  my  kind 
never  started  it!”  But  then  I  reflect  that 
the  common  thread  binding  rape  and  vio¬ 
lence  and  war  and  discrimination  and  the 
other  demeaning  hazards  of  life  together 
is  our  common  inability  to  relate  to  each 
other  as  fully  human  beings.  The  problem 
is  not  solely  to  plug  the  holes  left  in  the 
wake  of  a  brutalizing  society,  but  ;;  Iso  to 
address  the  problem  of  building  a  humane 
one.

The  opening  under  H.C.H.S.  auspices  of 
“Gay  Health  Night”  at  the  Fenway  Com¬ 
munity  Health  Center  is  a  welcome  devel¬ 
opment.  If  VD  is  indeed  a  pandemic  real¬ 
ity,  so  much  the  better  to  get  it  diagnosed 
and  treated  where  one  does  not  have  the 
added  burden  of  “coming  out”  to  disap¬ 
proving  medics.  Most  such  clinics  might 
as  well  have  the  sign  of  Dante’s  Inferno 
over  their  doors:  “All  ye  who  enter  here, 
leavdhope  behind.”  Now  there  is  hope  for 
Boston  gays,  and  perhaps  the  more  ap¬ 
propriate  inscription  would  be  a  line  from 
young  James  Boswell’s  London  Journal 
(1762-1763)  after  his  “fair  Louisa”  had 
dealt  him  his  first  bout  with  what  he  call¬ 
ed  “Signor  Gonorrhoea”  —  “Can  corrup¬ 
tion  lodge  beneath  so  fair  a  form?”  (You'd 
better  believe  it,  Jimmy  baby!)

Our  rhetoric  is  filled  with  what  we  will 
be  able  to  do  when  the  Day  of  Jubilee 
shall  come,  when  all  the  laws  will  be 
changed,  when  every  bond  will  be  broken 
and  all  the  oppressed  go  free.  Yet  in  our 
darker  moments  we  suspect  that  if  the

We  do  not  sufficiently  culti¬ 
vate  the  arts  of  asking  life  enjoyable  for 
ourselves  and  others  within  the  possibilities 
open  to  us  now.  We  prate  loudly  of  sister¬ 
hood  and  brotherhood,  yet  too  often  we 
cannot  muster  up  even  the  minimum  grace 
simply  to  be  kind  to  one  another.
